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1^ (57) Abstract: There is provided a filler for use with a vascular occlusion device of the type having an elongated shaft and a number 
^ "I" radially expandable struts located near a distal end of said shaft. The filter comprises a hollow body made of a llexible material. 

a proximal end and a distal end. and a region of maximum width wise dimension located between the proximal end and the 

distal end. The body tapers from the proximal end to the region of maximum widthwise dimension and from the region of maximum 
Q widthwise dimension to the distal end. A number of pores are formed in the body, and the pores being sized to prevent emboli 

from flowing past the distal end when the filter is employed in the vasculature of a patient. Also disclosed are a web for preventing 
^ formation of thrombus on the struts of a vascular occlusion device, and a method lor removing accumulated emboli from u filter. 
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
